To bring our Concession into a normal 
state, it would only be necessary to join it 
with the others, making at the same time 
some regervations to secure the positions 
acquired, and to regulate the transfer.

A valid protec- 
tion be afforded missionaries who go 
quietly into the interior with proper pass- 
ports, No obstacle shall be thrown in the 
way, by the authorities of the Chinese 
Empire, of exercising the right which every 
individual in China is acknowledged to 
possess of embracing, if he likes, Christianity, 
and adopting its ceremonies, without being 
liable to any punishwent for so doing.” 

The Oonvention added in 1860 to the 
Treaty of Tientsin by Baron Gros completed 
a Clause of the Lagrené Treaty by the follow. 
ing article :— 

“In conformity with the Imperial edict 
issued the 20th March, 1846, by the august 
Emperor Tao-kwan, the establishments con- 
fiseated of Christians during the persecutions 
of which they were victims shall be returned 
to their owners through the French Minister 
in China, to whom the Imperial Government 
will hand them, together with. cemeteries, 
and other buildings attached to them.”

And no salary or other compensation shall be paid to consuls 
general or consuls of the United States, except as herein 
specified, anything to the contrary heretofore enacted not- 
withstanding.” 

Sec. 4. That-the consul-general at Constantinople shall 
henceforth be also secretary of legation to Turkey, with the 
salary above-mentioned, of three thousand dollars a year ; 
and that the minister resident to Greece shall be minister 
resident and consul general to Greece, and his salary shall be 
that heretofore fixed for minister resident, namely, seven 
thousand five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 5. That section six of the said act is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: “Sec. 6. That the President 
shall be, and is hereby, authorized to appoint interpreters

Sec. 6. That no person shall hold the office ‘of vice- 
consul within any consular district named in Schedules B ani 
C, or discharge the duties thereof, who shall not be a citizen 
of the United States, nor shall any person hold or perform 
the duties of such office of vice-consul until he shall have 
taken an oath of office as prescribed by law. 

Sec. 7. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this aet are hereby repealed.

We desire to call the attention of our associates to this in- 
ructive and highly interesting letter. We may read, perhaps 
not without some surprise, the details relating to the primitive 
institution of the ‘‘ Thibetian Liamasaries”, and the wise and 
beautiful maxims of the ancient Liamas. But, as Bishop 
hauveau himself tells us, it seéms evident that Thibetian 
Liamaism must have borrowed something from Christianity, 
o the same manner as Buddhism must have had an early 
suaintance with the first books of the Old Testament. Lla- 
ism has, therefore, very probably borrowed from our Ca- 
bolic monasteries the idea of its Liamasaries, and from the 
gspel those of its maxims which are similar to those of the 
acred book. In this way only can we explain the existence 
f the Llamasaries. In general, when we find among pagan 
ations a religious institution from which is reflected a cha- 
acter pure and divine, there is very little risk of deceiving 
elves by attributing its origin either to early traditions 
f Christianity, or to Christianity itself, the source of all purity 
id true greatness, in ancient as in modern times. Paganism, 
he corrupt source of error and falsehood, could never attain a 
ight so sublime. |

The great interest which seems to attach itself more and 

gre to the name of Llama, and the extreme kindness with 
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which you receive the most simple documents relating to ¢}, 
difficult missions of Thibet, have led me to think that you w,, 
read with pleasure some details regarding “the actual stat, 
Llamaism in Thibet”. In examining a little more closely y 
question, upon which, by the way, a great deal has been writ; 
we shall have occasion to make some observations, which wo, 
not, perhaps, appear useless in this, as is generally suppos. 
the sixth age of the Church, for these times are very myy 
rious in more ways than one, and the eye of faith is inst, 
tively drawn to consider seriously what is passing around y 
the world. 

The Holy Childhood cannot remain indifferent to this sty 
since, by its divine and maternal mission, it is called upoy 
spread innumerable benefits in all these countries of Cen; 
Asia which have been desolated by Llamaism. Poor Llam; 
Let them not imagine that we are come to combat them ‘ 
curribus et in equis”, with planted cannon and needle ey 
No certainly ; we come in the name of a Master who des 
the death of none, and who has given His own life to save ; 
world. At present they curse the poor priest who pres 
himself to them, armed only with mercy. Happy would tj 
be, if, on the contrary, they could say, “ Benedictus qui ve 
in nomine Domini!” That day will come; we have no doy 
of it. But we must leave to God the secret of what 
happen later. Another generation will witness it. To conf 
ourselves to present times, there is no doubt that Llamaism 
tending to its end. Its influence is retained through custox 
prejudices, interests, and ancient traditions which belong 
all institutions of the past. But customs are beginning 
change in Thibet, as elsewhere, prejudices are effaced wi 
years, interests tend to separate themselves from religion, : 
the ancient traditions seem to give place to new occupati 
which current events impose. At the threefold point of 1 
religious, social, and political aspect, I believe I shall , 
astonish you in saying that the institution of Liamaism w: 
great thing. We are at first tempted, with our Christi 
ideas, to see in Llamaism only a tissue of errors and jugg| 
and the complete falsity of their dogma authorizes in s 
degree our contempt and our boldest suspicions. Yet, to 
just, we must acknowledge that if Llamaism introduced i 
mense errors into Thibet, it has also brought with it the ge 
of a civilization which must become fruitful in advantages. 
cannot develope this subject to its full extent, for, to do 


snstead of a letter, I should be obliged to write a large volume, 
Rut, in reality, there is in the general jfea of Lilamaism some- 
hing not revolting to the Christian thought. “That which 
es is nothing ; the world is only a figure; the true is 
»where”. Bat St. Teresa says the same thing! “ is 
orn in sin; he must, by penance, alms, contempt of pleasure, 
,d especially by prayer, try to pacify the anger of the gods,

Rot Socrates has scarcely ever spoken better! “ Our whole 
fe belongs to heaven ; our g.at labour must be to honour the 
its; we must sacrifice our property to them, offer to them 
ur thanksgiving, obey their orders, and imitate the virtues of 
hich they have given the example in past generations”. 
las! there are thousands of men in the streets of Paris 
ho know not, or at least believe not, so much as the poor 
bibetian whom I see pass by my door every day, reciting in a 
wubrious tone his eternal ““Om-ma-ni-né me-ong!” If Lia- 
saism, by its essentially spiritual teaching, had not softened 
he naturally ferocity of the inhabitants of these vast countries 
yf Central Asia, they would now be peopled only by hordes of 
svages as destructive as tigers. No doubt, the malice of the 
evil, the passions of men, the brutality resulting from ignor- 
nce and poverty, have, in a great measure, stifled the promis- 
ng seed which Llamaism would have brought forth, if it had 
en fertilized by the sun of grace. But, in my opinion, we 
sust acknowledge that it contains in its bosom, and ostenta- 
jously proclaims, certain principles with which the majority 
f the ancient sages were unacquainted. We will, one day, 
ske our stand upon these principles, which will give us great 
jvantage.in our encounter with the enemy. We have not 
is advantage with the Chinese, who are a mercantile people, 
od practically, at least, materialists and atheists. 
The first and most remarkable manifestation of Llamaism, 
s undoubtedly most important work, was the creation of the 
masary, an institution which so vividly reminds us of the 
holic monasteries of the middle ages. At the present 
iod, in a land intersected by railways, a strong portion of 
mmon sense and good faith is required to comprehend the 
nense utility of monasteries in ancient Europe, and of Lla- 
uries at the present time in a country like Thibet. We 
ve no such difficulty here, for all that exists around owes its 
ristence to the slow and silent but persevering toil of a Lla- 
ary. I candidly confess that the Llamasary, such as I 
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have seen it, and such as it was in ancient times, is to 
inexplicable phenomenon, I can understand how the prin; 
ples of the Gospel prodficed the Catholic monastery in Chrig; 
countries; but how Llamaism could, in these wilds of 4. 
have given birth to an institution so strikingly analogou, , 
the Catholic monastery is still a mysteryto me. For my » 
I see in it the hand of God, as we may see it in several of 4 
institutions of Greek and Roman paganism. I see in ;, ,, 
of those dispositions of Providence, before which my rea, 
becomes obscured, and is really confounded, but wher 
cannot doubt that the Divine Wisdom shows itself in 4 
markable manner. A question of the greatest interest 
now present itself to us. Is it true that there was form 
practised in the Llamasaries a great deal of sincere, striki, 
and heroic virtue? Do we still find among the Llamas » 
who are at least apparently holy? I shall not now enter j 
these questions. We may, God willing, return to them » 
future time. At present I shall only observe that the Liap, 
sary constitutes the power, the light, and life of the peopl. 
has formed. Yes, Thibet is this, or nothing. I inyoluny 
compare the Llamasary to the queen bee in a hive ; if she le, 
the swarm is dispersed. The Lliamasaries in Thibet are 
kings in other countries. This is what I desire to show 
These are times of strange and singularly deplorable incidey 
Even now, in the sight of heaven, amid all our civilization, 
Divine idea seems to be effaced from the hearts of men. 
fact could be easily explained in Europe, where, by means 
the press, the child is poisoned in its cradle, where al) { 
means of seduction are my ag oe with impunity before , 
eyes without any one rising to defend insulted truth, But } 
can we explain a!l these symptoms of decay and death » 
manifest themselves in our wild and distant mountains 
Thibet ?

Every.one knows that the Llamasary has taught t} 
celibacy is one of the essential conditions of a religious |j 
The most fearful punishments are enacted against those wh 
infringe this law. After having received several thousaz 
Jashes, the culprit is suspended on a very high gallows, place 
at the south gate of the years: eb there to remain for sever 
hours. He is then ignominiously expelled for ever; he 
deprived of all that belonged to him, and his name is effac 
from the register. Notwithstanding the severity of the puni 
ment, it is certain that the evil has invaded the Liam 
a frightful extent.

St. Teresa (who would be very much astonished to find 
herself here), often said to her dear Mary of St. Joseph, Prior- 
ess of the Convent of Seville, “ It is better for a monastery to 
jeld than to go to law”. The ancient Llamasaries were exactly 
of the same opinion as the illustrious reformatrix of Carmel, 
and one of their rules expressly prohibited all appeal to law. 
Now, for @ certain time past, about four or five years, the 
demon of law has entered all the Liamasaries, and has there 
kindled a fire which threatens to destroy them. They have 
law-suits every where: with the people, with the Thibetian 
officers, amongst themselves, with the French missionaries ; 
law suits in Thibet, and also in China. The Liamasaries 
would enrich the lawyers of Europe and America, if they 
could only speak the language. Not only do they try their 
causes in the courts of law, but also on the field of battle. Of 
this we had a memorable example in 1867, and this will not 
be the last. Yes! the Liamasary falls away. According to 
tho constitution, a Llama should not only prevent a law-suit, 
but he ought not even to be present when it is tried, or see 
the apartment where it is held. Now, whom do we most fre- 
quently meetin the courts?

we see Christian mothers come there with two or three 
children, One in the arms and the others following be- 
hind, happy in being able to present them to the Saviour 
Jesus! Certainly, the feast is not so brilliantly kept as in 
France, and has not the joyful ceremonial of the European 
feasts. But it is not therefore a less touching sight to see,

You ask me, Rev. Sir, for some details regarding our dear 
children, for our little associates of the Holy Childhood. 
Alas! too much has already been written about China. What 
can be said regarding this unchangeable and monotonous 
country, Which has not been repeated over and over again? 
Progress is being made, but slowly, and without any striking 
incident. Since the departure of the brigands we have en- 
joyed a perfect calm. But what cannot be too often repeated 
‘0 our dear associates of the Holy Childhood is this—that 
they ought to thank God every day that they have been born 
in a Christian country, in our beautiful France, “ the mest 
beautiful kingdom”, said the great Pope St. Gregory, “ after 
that of heaven”, What an inestimable gift is that of faith! 
We have already said a great deal regarding the “family” in 
China. We will say something more on this subject. In all 
pagan countries, and without any doubt in China, the pagan 
country par excellence, such as it was made by Confucius and 
his false sages, the family preserves its appearance, its form : 
but we _ say that this is not generally a reality. The wife 
is not at all the companion of her husband. She is his slave, 
whom he loads with maledictions, and whom he strikes at his 
pleasure when he is annoyed. Then ccmes the mother-in-law 
(phe-pho), who acts in the same manner. The consequence 
of all this is, that many poor women in China hang themselves 
at the door of the nuptial chamber, in order to ruin the hus- 
band and the mother-in-law by bringing upon them a visit 
from the mandarin. ‘They are not able to free themselves for - 
a less sum than from ten to twenty pounds, The mandarins 
are far from putting themselves to any trouble, or ee

The fath,, 
never troubles himself about them; it is not, in general, }j, 
affair. The mother, cross or impatient, wishes death to her 
child, and loads it with maledictions. On some occasions the 
father is irritated, and does the same thing.

example, dog, or tiger, panther, etc., and other appellations of 
the same species. The axiom so well known to the pagan 
poet, “ Maxima debetur puero reverentia”, is ignored in the 
Chinese family. You will see a child of four or five years of 
age: he has not yet, perhaps, learnt to form an idea of mo. 
rality, but he knows perfectly all the vocabulary of maledic. 
tions, of bad words the most disgusting ; it is even his habitua| 
language. On the festival days—for example, on the Chines 
New-year’s day—when they go to pay a visit, or even to the 
play, you will see the children carrying on their heads caps 
made in the shape of the heads of tigers, wild cats, etc., with 
bells attached. They are daubed and streaked in a thousan 
different ways; all this, be it understood, over their rag 
more or less torn, for they never change them, and they 
filled with certain parasitical vermin. It is amusing to se 
them strike themselves and twist about in this dress, in whic! 
they are bundled and tied up like faggots. On this festiy 
they are, however, somewhat cleaner, but, generally speaking 
they are remarkably dirty.

fycius or any other philosopher, a sort of amplification based 
on the books which they have chanted and interpreted during so 
many yeart. When this composition is not burlesque or ab- 
curd, it is almost always frivolous. And how can it be other- 
wise? They write, think, and speak according to their books, 
overflowing with anecdotes, stories, absurdities, the whole 
seasoned, stuffed, with precepts of a weak morality, uncoloured, 
without any authority; in a word, without God: precepts 
which often call to mind (may I be allowed the comparison) 
the truths of a certain M. de la Palisse. It is a cloudy mys- 
ticism, 2 sort of pantheism, which does not touch the heart, 
together with a haughty and serious pedantry which causes 
one to laugh. And these are the preceptors who form the 
Chinese, and who have made them what they are—pagan 
above all, proud, with an infantine frivolity, far removed from 
the kingdom of God and of His Christ.

MISSION OF MADAGASCAR. 


Report of Rev. Fr. Youen,S.J., Pref. Ap., tothe Director, and to 
the Members of the Central Council of the Holy Childhood.* 


Tannarive, 20th March, 1871. 


Rev. Sin AND GENTLEMEN, 

The gratitude which we owe to you, and the interest which 
ou do not cease to take in this little Malagese Mission, make 
it my duty to acquaint you with what is going on here. If I 


do not acquit myself of this duty worthily, it is less from want 
of good will than from numberless occupations which rr | 
ss the mission extends, and also from the infirmities whic 
sccrue With age. So, that you may better understand our 
situation I will go back to the accession to the throne of Ra- 
dama II., in 1868. Since that time many events have occurred 
in Madagascar, which denote that a kind of revolution is tak- 
ing place, mot exactly a physical revolution, aided by gun shots, 
ss with you in Europe, but a moral revolution, in ideas, in 
astoms, even in the principles of government. I wish to 
seak of a number of innovations suggested by the Methodist 
nissionaries, adopted by the queen and her councillors, and 
which tended to nothing less than to protestantize the whole 
island, and which, at one time, caused us the most serious un- 
easiness.

that they have ended, by strength of argument dnd promise, 
in obtaining a royal edict that all the “ sampy” and their ten. 
ples should be destroyed throughout the kingdom, and tha, 
whoever shall preserve them secretly shall be put to deat), 
There was no delay in the execution of this edict. Office, 
were immediately sent in all directions with orders to throw 
down and break every object of idolatrous worship. The wor; 
was done with the rapidity of lightning, and without any pre. 
vious preparation, and even occasionally with a violence whic) 
has raised the indignation of the Malagese, especially of the 
old people, in such a way that many villages were soon turned 
towards the Catholics, because they knew them to have had 
nothing to do with this order for the destruction of their idols, 
2nd. A second obstacle, not less formidable than the firs, 
has also fallen beneath the blows of Anglican Protestantism; 
this is Sunday labour. There is nothing astonishing in :}; 
violation of the Lord’s day, since, from time immemorial, ; 
these poor islanders have lived in the most profound ignorance 
of the law of God and His divine commandments, ‘The firs 
Protestant missionaries, it is true, had earnestly sought « 
abolish this deplorable custom ; but if it had for a moment 
disappeared under Radama I,, and in the single town of Tana 
nariva, it quickly revived under Ranavalana, and the market 
on Sunday, in particular, became more numerous and more 
frequented than ever. They were held over the whole exten 
of the island; people came long distances to sell and buy 
kinds of productions and merchandize, wood, rice, cloth, pou! 
try, sheep, oxen, etc. The cultivation of the fields and the 
rice plantations was attended to on Sunday equally with an 
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: day. Hence, the enormous difficulty, especially in the 
va drawing together the people in the cheneh, to in- 
gruct them, and teach them the truth. This difficulty the 
yethodists felt not less than we did, but, more bold and 
esjoying the favour of the government, they were not slow to 
sbtain & second decree, interdicting under the most severe 
jalties all kinds of labour on Sundays, without exception, 
eyltivation and planting, holding of markets and bazaars, sell- 
‘ng in the streets, Opening of shops, etc.; and this decree 
extends not only to the capital, but to the entire island, in such 
, manner that at the present time, I say it to the shame of 
Catholic countries, there is, perhaps, not a couritry where the 
Lord’s day is better kept than in Madagascar, as far as absence 
from manual labour is concerned, 1 know very well that the 
heart is far from being satisfied with this rigorous observance 
of the law ; but, indeed, material and servile as it may be, this 
observance is always a benefit, and there is room to hope that 
with time, instruction, and divine grace, the people will become 
more enlightened, and their obedience more filial and merito- 
rious. We owe, then, thanks to our Protestant brethren for 
this importamt result obtained, a result which will necessarily 
fcilitate for our Malagese opportunities for assembling, at 
lust on Sundays, to hear the teaching of our holy religion. 
it is, however, to be regretted that this second decree, which 
is essentially Protestant, contains prohibitions singularly severe. © 
jt is thus forbidden to procure on the Sunday things of the 
érst necessity for existence, to go even to the fountain to draw 
water to drink, Woe to him who may be taken in flagrante 
dedicto; he is nearly sure to have his pitcher broken on his 
bead, for this has happened to several. It must be acknow- 
ledged that all these decrees of an excessive and purely phari- 
sical severity, have singularly depressed our lagese. So 
that we have seen, and daily see them, present themselves at 
the Catholic Church, where they are certain to find much more 
indulyence, kindness, and pity. 
8rd. There are two other measures always suggested by the 
Vethodists, which have contributed not a little to draw to us 
a number of adherents. The first is the obligation of prayer, 
imposed by the queen and her ministers on all the Malagese ; 
the second, as a natural consequence of the first, is the obliga- 
tion to construct chapels in all the villages and throughout 
the island of Madagascar. Regarding the obligation to pray, 
it was passed over without much difficulty, as each one has 
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enjoyed up to this full and entire li ; but that of hur: 
atv has caused great irritation, inasmuch as bo on 
buildings are at the cost of the people, and must be Dies 
their expense. This was the order of the queen, or rather 
the ministers who govern her, and of the officers of the pal 0 


who travel in every direction to see that these orders a 


executed. In general, the Malagese is not rich, especially 1

And thus their resolution is taken. Such was the beginnin 
of the general movement which has brought, and stil] bri, 
. us continually, numbers of people; and thus God has mocks, 
at all the combinations of heresy, and turned them to His 
glory: for it is very evident that in all the measures to whj, 
I have referred, the sect has but one object, which it }, 
steadily kept in view from the beginning, viz., to Protestant}, 
Madagascar, and make Methodism the state religion. The 
reckoned upon this the more, as they already had gained ove 
the queen, the premier, and the principal chiefs. There my 
have been great disappointment among the whole sect of \. 
thodists when the fathers were everywhere called upon to tea: 
and exercise their holy ey st but the circumstances whic 
have especially irritated the Protestant ministers has been 
see that, wherever the Catholic Missionary has appeared, thei 
chapels have been deserted, and all have bastened to listen 
the fathers. 

4th. The father of lies has just invented a last stratagem 
stop this enthusiasm: secret agents have been sent all throu, 
the island, who go about, whispering in a mysterious manner th 
the fathers are about to be driven out of. Madagascar, that ti 
queen will not allow Catholic prayers, and that every one wi 
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1 not pray with her will be ded as a rebel, and punished 
ond ete. Happily the French treaty is in aidhae, 
¢ipulating for the full liberty of conscience for all the ’s 
abjects. be ae Ranavalana come nised—not 
only recognized it, but proclaimed it solemnly in the presence 
re the people. The premier has also himself repeatedly 
ycknowledged it in bis speeches and his letters; consequently, 
+ is very to refute all these falsehoods and calumnies; 
bat it is much less easy to reassure our poor Malayese, who 
,Jways imagine themselves to be under the blow of the sagaie 
op the knife, and hence the necessity of our frequent visits to 
qpport and @neourage them: be it so. A thousand times 
blessed be the Infinite Goodness, which has caused His work to 
prosper through all these difficulties, and has even used them 
for its development ! 

5th. This is the place to enter into a few details regarding 
this mission, and its rapid developement. Not long since, one 
of our fathers said to me, with some sorrow in his heart: “ It 
sas if we are scarcely known in the capital!” “ Patience”, I 
replied, “God did not create or redeem the world in one day ; 
sod if it be true, as we have no reason to doubt, that He has 
planted the grain of mustard seed, He will make it grow; and 
ve have only to pray, to water, and to wait with confidence 
the time of the Divine mercy”. It would seem that the hour 
bas already come, if we may judge at least from the following 
sults. Im 1868, we had only one church at Tannarive, and 
this was only a simple building, which could not contain more 
than two or three hundred people; now, we have four or five 
durches, where, every Sunday, several thousands of Chris- 
ians and catechumens present themselves, A year or two 
wo, we were completely unknown in these countries; now it 
s difficult to obtain priests. We already serve more than 
forty parishes or stations, and every day new requests ure 
nade. Only yesterday some chieftains arrived after three or 
four days’ journey, to beg for a Missionary to instruct them. 
lsthis not a sign that God does not forget His grain of mus- 
urd seed, and that He has been pleased to bless it ? Unhappily, 
x resources being so limited, and our number so small, we 

obliged for the present to put off a number of applicants, 

ito establish ourselves in the nearest and most populous 


teh. Not only does God bless this little Catholic mission, 
t, although permitting it to pass through the crucible of 
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trials, He reminds us that it is His work, by fearfully pup;

“th. I will finish, Rev. Sir and Gentlemen, by a short ex- 
planation of the steps we have taken to enable ourselves to 
wtisty all, and to respond to the numerous demands which 
ye addressed to us from all sides. Every Sunday, in places 
ybere there is already a band of Christians, the Father mis- 
jonaty goes to say mass and teach the catechism. After 
breakiast, the journey not being too long to fatigue him, he

Besides these young catechists, 
sho form a flying camp, sometimes on one point, sometimes 
op another, to teach the first elements of the Christian doc- 
tine, we have also our schoolmasters and schoolmi 
sho have @ fixed position, whose first duty it is to labour in 
be instruction and training of children, This institution, par- 
ularly destined to increase our small number, is yet in its 
infancy, but we haye full confidence that, by the aid of God, 
jwill be developed, and, when dissemin throughout the 
sand, will contribute not a little to implant the faith and 

rality. Our principal end being to form, above all, good 
hristian settlements, experience has shown us, and every day 
ows us more and more, that it is note to run hastily 

m one Village to another, but that it is quite necessary for 

missionary to reside in each a certain time, so that he may

sa rule, we give to the small missions fifteen days or three 
seeks, sometimes in one place, sometimes in another.
